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A family doctor was critical of 
too much specialization in medi­ 
cine the other day . He told the 
American 
Medical 
Association 
meeting here, 
that specialists are 
creating “ monopolies” which might 
ev entually driv e the general prac 
titioner out of business, increase 
the cost of medical care and ev en 
cause the public to look with fav or 
on socialized medicine. 
The doctor was to some ex tent 
justified. More and more people, 
especially in larger cities, go to 
specialists for treatment that could 
be administered competently by 
a general practitioner. This does 
increase medical costs and it does 
tend to decrease the number of 
medical graduates willing to enter 
general practice. 
But specialization has not come 
abou t in medicine simply because 
phy sicians want to make more 
money 
and work easier hours. It 
is the result of the enormous in­ 
crease in medical knowledge in 
ou r time. It is difficult, if not im­ 
possible, 
for one phy sician to keep 
up with all its dev elopments in 
diagn )sis and treatment. 
The public is aware of this and 
the patient is likely to demand a 
specialist if his sy mptoms are ob­ 
scure or if he finds he faces a de­ 
licate or dangerous operation. In 
act the patient usually reaches a 
specia list’s consulting room on the 
reference of his family doctor. 
The 
great strides in 
medical 
knowledge would hav e been nex t 
to impossible without the men who 
make a life study of one part of 
the human anatomy or one group 
I of diseases. Specialization in medi- 
■ cal practice was as inev ita ble as 
specialization in engineering, law 
or any other profession, 
i 
What is perhaps the real short­ 
coming of specialized medicine is 
usually ov erlooked by an ailing 
public. This is the difficulty of 
reaching the close relationship that 
. is so v aluable in diagnosis. The 
family doctor is best equipped to 
know his patient. There is more 
to our ailments than can be dem on­ 
strated in test tubes or eradicated 
by scalpels.—Chicago Daily News.

Commission s are always accept­ 
ed. It is con sidered in delicate to 
say that the can didate wan gled 
a commission through his brother- 
in -law who kn ew a sen ator.

Kennan is assigned as U. S. en­ 
voy to Moscow' but has been un­ 
able to fill that post fot many 
months. The Soviet government 
barred him after he publicly com­ 
pared its isolation of foreigners in 
Moscow to the practices of the 
Nazis before World War II. 
The policy break has developed 
over Dulles’ declared intention to 
use all sorts of peaceful measures 
—he has not specified precisely 
what he would do—for the promo­ 
tion of the spirit of liberty in So­ 
viet satellite countries and even­ 
tually the liberation of those coun­ 
tries. 
Certain of Policy 
Dulles told the Senate Foreign 
Relations 
Committee 
Thursday | 
that lie was certain such a policy j 
on the part of the United States 
government could 
be developed \ 
and made effective and that those 
wlio said it could not simply did 
not know what they were talking 
about. He advocated “moral pres­ 
sure and the weight of propa- j 
ganda” to achieve the purpose. 
Persons familiar with thinking 
inside the State Department have 
been aware since the presidential 
political campaign, when Dulles | 
first amplified his proposal, that 
many career officials in the State 
Department disagree with his the­ 
sis. They believe the policy he ad­ 
vocates would be extremely risky. 
Kennan spoke out last night in 
an address to the Pennsylvania 
State Bar Association at S<y;mton. 
lie Lid not use Dulles’ name, out 
criticized “those who point to what 
they beli» ve to be the unhappiness 
of the various peoples under So­ 
viet rule and advocate a p olicy1 
which, placing our hopes on the 
possibility of the internal disinte­ 
gration of Soviet power, would j 
make it the purpose of government 
action to promote such disintegra-j 
tion.” 
Kennan said such a purpose and 
policy for the United States would 
not be consistent “whth our inter- 
national obligations x x x w’ith a 
common membership with other 
countries in the United Nations x x 
with the maintenance of formal 
diplomatic relations with another 
country.” 
“It is replete with possibilities 
for misunderstanding and bitter­ 
ness. To the extent it might b e , 
successful, it would involve us in j 
heavy responsibilities. 
“Finally, the prospects for suc­ 
cess would be very small indeed, 
since the problem of civil obedi­ 
ence is not a great problem to t h e , 
modern police dictatorship.” 
Kennan formulated, while he 
was stationed in the Moscow Em­ 
bassy as a U. S. diplomat about 
the1 end of World War II, a state­ 
ment of the “containment policy” 
which became the basis of United 
States policy toward Russia.

We have been thinking a bit 
about the kind of life a man ought 
to lead if he is going to go into 
politics. The facts, or near facts, 
which are presented in the cam­ 
paign 
biography 
are extermely 
important. 
Fashions in these things change. 
It is no longer necessary, for ex­ 
ample, to be born in a log cabin. 
In fact, this sort of ostentatious 
poverty is considered today to be 
rather poor form. A simple frame 
dwelling has become perfectly ac­ 
ceptable, and it need not even be 
a farm house, although it should 
be situated in a community of 
10,000 or fewer persons. 
In time the aura of snobbishness 
which has, in the past, attached 
to having first seen the light of 
day, as the biographers like to 
phrase it, in a hospital will dis­ 
appear. However, just to be on 
the safe side, and to remove any 
stigma of solvency from his par­ 
ents, the candidate will be well- 
advised to phrase it something 
like this, “I was born in the old 
Lutheran hospital, since my par­ 
ents had Blue Cross.” 
Notice the adjective “old” in 
front of the hospital’s name. This 
is a very important word in any 
campaign biography. It immedi­ 
ately identifies the candidate as 
a person of long residence in the 
community 
and, 
moreover, 
one 
with deep feelings of nostalgia for 
its past. 
Thus, he should never .say he 
attended public school No. 6 or 
the First Methodist Sunday school. 
Instead, he should refer to “old 
public school No. 6” or “the old 
First Methodist church.” 
“Later,” he might add, “I en­ 
rolled at what was then Harvard 
university, or what is now known 
to most of you as Yale.” 
The whole question of a college 
education is one which requires 
delicate handling. There was a 
time when admitting such a thiny 
was politically disastrous, but it 
is now regarded as fairly respect­ 
able. 
The candidate will, of course, 
have Worked His Way Through. 
As for college athletics, it used 
to be contended that anyone run­ 
ning for county office or Congress 
must have been at least a first- 
string 
football 
player. 
For the 
Senate or above All - American 
mention was required. This made 
for some difficulties in the case 
of aspirants to office who had been 
merely second-string guards. 
The safest thing, it is now gen­ 
erally realized, is to suffer a twist­ 
ed knee or broken shoulder in the 
freshman year, rendering any fur­ 
ther activity on the gridiron in­ 
supportable. 
As for other sports, golf, which 
at one time could cost a candidate 
almost every state west of the 
Alleghanies, has been placed on 
the approved list. Tennis is still 
regarded coldly by professional 
politicians, who have, however, 
given their tentative approval to 
bridge, while predicting that the 
country is still two generations 
away from accepting a canasta- 
playing President. 
Some sort of military record is, 
naturally, imperative. To achieve 
this the candidate either “enlists 
as a private” (which implies, with­ 
out saying so, that he could have 
enlisted as a first sergeant if it 
hadn’t been for his innate mod­ 
esty) or “accepts a commission.” 
Commissions are always accept­ 
ed. It is considered indelicate to 
say that the candidate wangled 
a commission through his brother- 
in-law who knew a senator. 
Overseas service should be men­ 
tioned modestly, but yet in such 
a way that any little details, such 
as medals, battle stars and so on 
are allowed to leak out. If the 
candidate spent his service time 
in, say, Oklahoma, it should be 
said of him that “tlte war ended

Christians of all time have had 
their transfigurations—those mo­ 
ments of ecstacy when they seem 
to be lifted out of this mortal life 
and transferred into holier beings 
than human.

Pity the man or woman wno 
has never had an experience like 
that— moments when God gives 
audience to those who feel th^ir 
great need of Him and are willing 
to blot out all sense of earthly 
things and to know even a»-4hey 
are known.

In Missouri for 1952 
JEFFERSON CITY, M o.— Job­ 
less Missourians eligible to unem­ 
ployment insurance were paid a 
total of $13,655,482 during 1952, 
John L. Porter, director of the Di­ 
vision of Employment Security re­ 
vealed today. 
Porter said the payments were 
$1,523,761 more than in the 1951 
calendar year. However, he as­ 
serted this was due to workers’ 
w'agc earnings being the highest in 
the state’s history, and the 1951 
employment security law increas­ 
ing maximum weekly benefit pay­ 
ments from $20 to $25. 
M onth-by-month unemployment 
insurance payments in 1952 w’ere 
as follow’s: January, $1,687,037;

Thus, he should never say he 
attended public school No. 6 or 
the First Methodist Sunday school.

The safest thing, it is now gen­ 
erally realized, is to suffer a tw ist­ 
ed knee or broken shoulder in the 
freshman year, rendering any fur­ 
ther activity on the gridiron in­ 
supportable. 
As for other sports, golf, which 
at one time could cost a candidate 
almost every state west of the 
Alleghanies, has been placed on 
the approved list. Tennis is still 
regarded coldly by professional 
politicians, who have, however, 
given their tentative approval to 
bridge, while predicting that the 
country is still two generations 
away from accepting a canasta - 
playing President. 
Some sort of military record is, 
naturally, imperative. To achieve 
this the candidate either “enlists 
as a private” (which implies, with­ 
out saying so, that he could have 
enlisted as a first sergeant if it 
hadn’t been for his innate mod­ 
esty) or “accepts a commission.” 
Commissions are always accept­ 
ed. It is considered indelicate to 
say that the candidate wangled 
a commission through his brother- 
in-law who knew’ a senator. 
Overseas service should be men­ 
tioned modestly, but yet in such 
a way that any little details, such 
as medals, battle stars and so on 
are allowed to leak out. If the 
candidate spent his service time 
in, say, Oklahoma, it should be 
said of him that “the war ended 
before he was able to obtain a 
front line assignment.” 
Personal habits are important, 
too. Associates should be “amazed 
at his ability to work long, hard 
hours without sleep.” One hobby 
should be given as reading — 
“mostly history and biographies, 
he has no time for fiction.” Pipes 
and dogs are allowable, but not 
cigars or cats. Children, if any, 
should be handsome, bright and 
of assorted sexes. Wives should 
be helpful but limelight-shunning 
and have favorite recipes. 
With these few suggestions, any­ 
one with an interest in getting 
somewhere politically should be 
able to put together a creditable 
biography. —Bill Vaughan. In the 
Kansas City Star.

SCRIPTURE — Matthews 17th 
Chapter. 


In the 17th chapter of M at­ 
thew’s gospel Jesus is presented 
as leading His disciples toward 
a full realization of His true na­ 
ture and mission to earth. 
Having heard His disciples ac­ 
knowledge Him as the long-ex­ 
pected 
Messiah, 
His 
next step 
was to get them to realize that 
the Cross and not the Crown was 
the true emblem of His messiah- 
ship. 
Jesus 
realized that this task 
would not be an easy one. In or­ 
der to reach some spot where 
they would not be molested, Jesus 
took his closest disciples—Peter, 
James and John—and climbed to 
a mountain top to commune with 
their Heavenly Father, who had 
sent Jesus to a needy world. 
As Jesus knelt in prayer on 
this high peak, from which He 
could look down in every direc­ 
tion upon the needy humanity He 
came to serve, His face and rai­ 
ment were changed into that ce­ 
lestial brightness which is char­ 
acteristic of Heavenly manifesta­ 
tions and divine beings. 
As the three disciples, being 
aroused from their sleep follow­ 
ing the fatiguing climb up the 
mountain, beheld this glorious ap­ 
pearance, they knew they were in 
the presence of a divine Person­ 
ality and on holy ground. 
But the transfigured Christ was 
not all these disciples saw. They 
also saw His two companions— 
Moses 
and 
Elijah—one 
repre­ 
senting the law and the other the 
prophets—and heard their con­ 
versation. 
Now Jesus and Moses and Eli­ 
jah were not talking about the 
great temporal kingdom the dis­ 
ciples thought Jesus had come to 
establish. 
They 
were 
talking 
about the death of Jesus, some­ 
thing hitherto abhorent to the 
disciples, something they declared 
should never come to pass. 
Not only did the disciples hear 
the voices of Moses and Elijah, 
but they also heard the voice of 
God Himself, saying, “This is my 
Beloved Son, with whom I am 
W’oll pleased; listen to HIM.” 
No more was mankind to rely 
on mere law and prophecy, as 
represented by Moses and Elijah, 
for a knowledge of the Heavenly 
Father and His measure of love 
for us and a code for our be­ 
havior, but henceforth Jesus was 


to be the motivating 
force 
of 
God’s humanity, and the words of 
Jesus were to be our law and 
direction. 
So 
much 
for 
the 
glorious 
Transfiguration. 
Immediately following it was 
an incident of a greatly different 
scene. 
When Jesus and the three dis­ 
ciples 
descended 
the 
m ountain 
they found a frantic father w ith 
an insane son and the other nine 
disciples chagrinned and discour­ 
aged because they had failed to 
heal the one in need. 
After rebuking the disciplca for 
their lack of faith, Jesus healed 
the lad and restored him in good 
health to his overjoyed father.' 
Christians of all time have had 
their transfigurations—those mo­ 
ments of ecstacy when they seem 
to be lifted out of this m ortal lite 
and transferred into holier beings 
than human. 
I 
Pity the man or woman w h o 
has never had an experience like 
that—moments when God gives 
audience to those who feel th6ir 
great need of Him and are willing 
to blot out all sense of earthly 
things and to know even as -they 
are known. 
Jesus often had such experi­ 
ences and He felt the need for 
them. But He knew that there 
was just one gate which entered 
into the place of transfiguration 
and that was the gate of prayer, 
or soul surrender to a command­ 
ing God. 
Jesus also knew that at the 
foot of every mountain of trans­ 
figuration was hum anity in need 
and that, unless that hum anity 
could be served, then the trans­ 
figuration would be in vain. So 
Jesus would have His follgjgers 
hasten down from their moun­ 
tains of holy experiences into th e 
realm of sin and degredation* in 
which hum anity lies helpless and 
help it, lift it, save it. Fort that 
was the mission of Jesus to earth 
and that is the mission of h il fol­ 
lowers. 
Van Dyke has well said: 
“Who looks to Heaven alone to 
save his soul 
May keep the path but will not 
reach the goal; 
But he who walks in love may 
wander far, 
And God will bring him where 
the blessed are.”

Capt. Vincent E. Stacy of Crys­ 
tal Falls, Mich., was credited with 
the kill.
